A survey may ollow
soon, “Muny o slip between thecupaml
the lip" applies to ruilways as well us to
other things, and perhaps more, So no
predictions com yet e made with confi-
tenece, and perhaps it is best not to give
names,

The pust winter is suid Lo have been
the warmest ever kuown bere—even in
the memory of that oldest inhabitant,
But gentle spring has come in as if she
intended paying up all losses with heavy
interest, Two weeks ago Howers were
Bloowimg in gardens and  on hillwides.
Feuch and plum trees were also in bloom,
but an icy breath from the north has
swopt awny all this loveliness,

Very little preparations have heen made

veb dor firming. . Some few have sowed
onts, but fear that the crop will he killed
as it comes up.
. Al who are interested in the upbuild.
ing of our mountain seetion will, 1 know,
rejuice ab every viturt made in this diree
tion,  Some twelve venrs ago Dr, Locas,
of  Massnchusetts, bought property in
Sugar Fork township and began work-
mg for corundum, e seems o have
done well, and as his enterprise suc-
ceedded e hos ever been mindful of Lis
operatives and the weltare of the country
ot large. Ile bas had rowds built, olid
ones worked out, nssisted i educutional
work here and there, und guite lately
has  invested $5,000, the interest ol
which for the next BRY years is to be
given to Sugar Fork towuship in order
that the chilidren of his workmen may
have better opportunities tor an edoen-
tion than are to he hadd under our com-
mon school svatem.  Would that we had
more such men among .

It in ensy enough to eriticise, but thore
is & genernl feehing that our common
school svstem s open to criticism, Tt
wonld perhaps do in the days when there
were omly o few log cabins in the lnnd—
placed in the different valleys quite re-
mote trom each o her, the teacher boand-
ing teom house to house and Iwing some:
thing ol ng sutocrat in bis disteict. But
times are changal,  Men are larger amd
nve lnrger requircments, yet the same
olil wystem prevails, The tax imposed
for school purposs is not hige enough
to run the schools for o sufficient length
of time.  The schonl, for the briel’ time it
holils, is often unsatistociory and ineth-
vient,  People have become discournged,
and while the sehool wsnnlly starts ofl
with & blast of trompets, and large st
tendnnee, bfore the close o baker's
dozen du not answer to ol call, 1 do
not believe thut the Blair bl will help
us,  What we need is proper legislation
in our own State, and a loeal effort
everywhere after higher standards, and
wreater thoroughness,  This will develop
the principle ot self-help, which is « for-
tune toany people.
